Hence the 
vital importance of knowing what the 
league covenant really provides, Of 
course, the covenant is a highly tech- 
nical document, and its meaning is not 
perfectly clear even to those who have 
given months of study to it. Like the 
constitution, it is capable of various 
interpretations, and it would be a 
little too much to suppose that the 
average busy American citizen could 
give the covenant a “once-over” reading 
and then know all aboutit. If we print- 
ed the entire instrument in the Path- 
finder probably nine readers out of 10 
would skip it. But by giving the gist 
of it, the editors hope that all will take 
the trouble to satisfy themselves what 
its provisions are. 
What the League Proposes. 

The preamble states that the pur- 
pose is “to promote international co- 
operation and to achieve international 
peace and security by the acceptance 
of obligations not to resort to war,” by 
the establishment of “open, just and 
honorable relations between nations”

and by the maintenance of high princi- 
ples of international law and conduct, 
such as “a scrupulous respect for all 
treaty obligations” etc. The 26 articles 
follow: 

1. The original members of the league 
shall be those named here as signers of 
the peace treaty and also the other 
nations named. The signers are as fol- 
lows: United States of America, Belgium, 
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The miracle man. Harding will have a hard 
time putting effective “‘teeth” into the super- 
annuated Hague treaty, as he proposed in 
campaign speech.—Cartoon in St. Louis Star. 
3olivia, Brazil, British Empire, Canada, 
Australia, South Africa, New Zealand, 
India, China, Cuba, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Ecuador, France, Greece, Guatemala, 
Haiti, Hedjaz, Honduras, Italy, Japan, 
Liberia, Nicaragua, Panama, Peru, Po- 
land, Portugal, Rumania, Serbia, Siam, 
Uruguay—32 in all. The outside nations 
invited to become charter members are 
these 13: Argentine Republic, Chile, 
Colombia, Denmark, Netherlands, Nor- 
way, Paraguay, Persia, Salvador, Spain, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Venezuela. But 
these latter 13 nations in order to be- 
come members must give their adhesion 
to the league and accept the obligations 
imposed by it, within two months after 
it goes into effect. It is provided that 
“any fully self-governing state, domin- 
ion or colony not nained may become a 
member if agreed to by two-thirds of 
the assembly, provided that it shall give 
effective guaragties of its Sincere in- 
tention to obséNe its international ob- 
ligations and sHall aggeph, sueh, regula- 
tions as may{be ppes ed in-‘tegard to 
its military aff naval Yorces oo yet 
ments. Any tnembér of the league may, 
after two year's’ notice, withdraw from 





















































the league, provided that all its obliga- 
tions have been fulfilled.” 

2. The league shall act through the 
agency of three bodies—the assembly, 
the council, and the secretariat. 

3. The assembly is to consist of del- 
egates representing the member na- 
tions—each nation having one vote but 
being allowed to send not more than 
three delegates. , 

4. The council shall consist of rep- 
resentatives of the five big powers, 
namely the United States, British em- 
pire, France, Italy and Japan, and also 
representatives of four other nations, 
fBelgium, Brazil, Greece and Spain], 
who shall be chosen by the assembly. 
The number of representatives in the 
council may be increased any time by 
action of the council, approved by a 
majority of the assembly. The council 
may invite any other nation to send a 
representative in cases where that na- 
tion is specially interested in the sub- 
ject discussed. The assembly and the 
council shall meet from time to time 
at the capital of the league or elsewhere 
as occasion demands. 

5. The decisions of the assembly and 
the council must be unanimous. [This 
inserted provision, was intended to 
meet the objections raised by American 
critics, that the United States might be 
outvoted on some vital question.| Mere 
matters: of procedure, the appointment 
of commissions etc., are to be governed 
by a majority vote. The first meeting 
of the assembly and the council is to be 
called by the president of the United 
States. 

6. The permanent secretariat shall 
be established at the league capital and 
shall consist of a secretary-general and 
such under-secretaries as may be re- 
quired. The expenses of the secretari- 
at are to be shared by the member na- 
tions in the same ratio as the expenses 
of the Postal Union are shared. [Sir 
James Eric Drummond, an English ex- 
pert on international law, was named 
as the first secretary-general. | 


7. The seat of the league will be at 
Geneva, Switzerland. This location 
may be changed by the-council any 
time. All positions under the league 
are to be open to women and men 
alike. The buildings of the league are 
to be inviolable and its representatives 
are to enjoy diplomatic privileges and 
immunities. 

8. “The members of the league rec- 
ognize that the maintenance of peace 
requires the reduction of national ar- 
maments to the lowest point consistent 
with national safety and the enforce- 
ment of common action on internation- 
al obligations.” The council, after “tak- 
ing account of geographical situation 
and circumstances,” shail recommend 
action on armaments to each member, 
and these plans will be subject to revi- 
sion every 10 years. After such plans 
have been adopted the limits of arma- 
ment therein fixed shall not be exceed- 
ed without approval of the council. 
The private manufacture of arms and 
munitions is “open to grave objections” 
and measures are to be taken to reduce 
the evils of this practice and still meet 
the necessities of those nations that are 
not able to produce such supplies for 
themselves. -The members are to ex- 
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change full information as to their ar- 
maments and their industries which 
may be adapted to warlike purposes. 

9. A permanent commission is to be 
constituted, to advise the council on 
military and naval affairs generally. 

10. “The members undertake to re- 
spect and preserve as against external 
aggression the territory and political 
independence of all members of the 
league. In case of any such aggres- 
sion or threatened aggression the coun- 
cil shall advise on the means by which 
this obligation shall be fulfilled.” [This 
is the article that causes the most crit- 
icism of all. President Wilson calls it 
the “heart of the covenant.” The critics 
argue. that this clause would tend to 
keep the nations of the world in exactly 
the same state that they were in when 
the peace went into effect; that is, it 
would “petrify” the world map and 
prevent changes of boundaries etc. How- 
ever, it does not forbid rebellions or 
revolutions within any country. | 

11. Any war or threat of war is de- 
clared “a matter of concern to the 
whole league” and the league shall 
take any action to safeguard the peace 
of nations. In any such emergency the 
secretary-general, on \the request of 
any member, shall call the council to- 
gether. Any member has the “friendly 
right to bring to the attention of the 
league any circumstance whatever af- 
fecting international relations which 
threatens to disturb the peace or good 
understanding between nations, upon 
which peace depends. [Under this 
clause Japan could ask the league to 
take action on the matter of the exclu- 
sion of Asiatics from the United States— 
but this country would: still be able to 
block action by an adverse vote. | 

12. The members agree that if any 
dispute arises between them which is 
liable to lead to a rupture they will 
submit the matter either to arbitration 
or to inquiry by the council. In any 
case they will not resort to war until 
three months after the award is made. 

13. When any dispute arises that 
could properly be arbitrated, the mem- 
bers agree to submit the entire subject 
to the arbitration court. They also 
agree to abide by the findings of the 
court. In case they refuse to obey, the

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council “shall propose what steps shoul! 
be taken to give effect” to the verdict. 
[It is a principle that matters affecting 
the sovereignty or honor of a nation 
are not subject to arbitration; but the 
covenant names as proper subjects such 
things as interpretations of treaties, 
internatioi al obligations and interna. 
tional law.] 

14. The council shall make plans 
for an international court of arbitra- 
tion, and these plans will be submitted 
to the members for action. 

15. If disputes .rise which are no! 
submitted to arbitration, the membe 
agree to submit them to the counci! 
The council shall endeavor to bring 
about a settlement. If this effort fails, 
then the facts of the case are to be pu 
lished to the’ world and the league 
to take such action as is deemed pro; 
er. Neither party is allowed to mak 
war if the other party accepts the find 
ings. But if the dispute is about som: 
matter which “by international law is 
solely within the domestic jurisdiction 
of the party,” then the council shall noi 
interfere. 

16. If any member resorts to w 
this fact shall itself be an act of wai 
against all the other members of |! 
league. Then the members are to se\ 
all trade, financial and personal re! 
tions with the offending nation and ; 
to see that that nation is wholly cut o!! 
from all other nations, whether me 
bers of the league or not. For this p 
pose the members are to “mutual! 
support one another” in all the meas 
ures taken and they are to allow their 
territory to be used by the forces of 
the league. Any member that viola! 
any covenant may be expelled from 
league by a vote of the council. 


17. If any member has a dispute: 


with a nation that is outside the league, 
then the outside nation is to be invited 
to join the league and submit to its cle- 
cision. If it refuses to do this and re- 
sorts to war, the league is to proceed 
against it. 

18. Every international agreement 
made by a member of the league is to 
be registered with the secretariat and 
published to the world, Without such 
action it shall not be valid. 


19. The assembly mayrecommend the 


revision of any treaties that have b 
come inapplicable or that threaten th 
peace of the world. 

20. The members agree that all 
treaties which are inconsistent with 
the league covenant are abrogated, 
promise not to enter into any 
agreements in future. 

21. “Nothing in this covenant 
be deemed to affect the validity of 
ternational engagements such as trea- 
ties of arbitration or regional wu! 
standings like the Monroe doctrine, 
securing the maintenance of peac«

Preamble: United States not to be 
bound by treaty until at least three of 
the other four big allied powers agree

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in writing to recognize the reservations 
attached to the treaty by the senate. 

1. United States, in case of with- 
drawing from the league of nations, is 
to be sole judge of whether it has ful- 
filled its obligations;~and notice of 
withdrawal may be given by concur- 
rent resolution of congress. 

2. United States assumes no obliga- 
tion to preserve territorial integrity or 
political independence of any other 
country or to interfere in disputes be- 
tween nations or to use its military 
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forces in any such foreign cause unless 
congress specifically authorizes it. 

3. United States is to accept no man- 
date for the governing of any territory 
under the league unless congress ap- 
proves. 

4. United States reserves right to de- 
cide what questions are within its do- 
mestic jurisdiction, including immigra- 
tion, labor, coastwise traflic, traffic in 
women and children and dangerous 
drugs etc. 

o. United States will not submit to 
arbitration any question affecting “the 
long established policy known as the 
Monroe doctrine; and said doctrine is 
to be interpreted by the United States 
alone and is hereby declared to be 
wholly outside the jurisdiction of the 
league.” 

6. This relates to the Shantung clause 
of the treaty; the United States “re- 
serves full liberty of action” with re- 
spect to any controversy which may 
arise “between China and Japan” on 
this subject. 

7. No persons are permitted to rep- 
resent the United States in the assem- 
bly and council of the league, or on 
other commissions, courts, tribunals or 
conferences in such capacity without

8. The reparations commission is not 
to interfere with trade between this 
country and Germany unless congress 
approves of it. 

9. The United States is not obligated 
to contribute funds for the league or 
any agency of if unless congress ap- 
propiates such funds. 

10. If the United States agrees to any 
limitation of armament under the 
league plan it reserves the right to in- 
crease its armament “when threatened 
with invasion or engaged in war.” 

11. The United States refuses to be 
bound by any commercial boycott de- 
clared by the league and reserves the 
right to continue trade relations with 
a boycotted nation. 

12. Preserves property rights of 
American citizens which may be in- 
fringed by treaty provisions. 

12. Knocks out the “Magna Charta of 
labor” in the league plan, as President 
Wilson called it. That is, if the United 
States takes part in any conferences or 
tribunals which assume to dispose of 
labor and industrial questions, it shall 
be only with the sanction of congress. 

14. The United States will not nec- 
essarily be bound by any decision of 
the league in which any member of 
the league has cast more than one vote. 


League the Center of Muddled Fight. 

There have been Republicans who 
have announced their intention to vote 
for Cox in order to vote for the league, 
and there have been Democrats who 
have declared for Harding for the same 
reason. It remains a disputed point as 
to which is the man to vote for if a 
league, or association, of nations is de- 
sired. 

The most notable statement on this 
point was made jointly by 31 leading 
tepublicans, all of whom had long been 
known to favor the league. Among 
these were Elihu Root, Herbert Hoover, 
W. Wickersham, T. Stimson, A. L. Low- 
ell, H. W. Taft and C. E. Hughes. These 
men stated that they had earnestly con- 
sidered how they might contribute most 
effectively toward having the United 
States do her full share in association 
with the other civilized nations to pre- 
vent war and had come to the conclu- 
sion that the best chance lay in support- 
ing Harding for the presidency. 

“We have reached the conclusion,” 
said the statement, “that the true course 
to bring America into an effective league 
to preserve peace is not by insisting 
with Mr. Cox upon the acceptance of 
such a provision as Article X, thus pro- 
longing the unfortunate situation cre- 
ated by Mr. Wilson’s insistence upon 
that article; but, by frankly calling up- 
on the other nations to agree to changes 
in the proposed agreement which will 
obviate this and other vital objections. 
For this course we can look only to the 
Republican party and its candidates.” 

The Republican platform and extracts 
from the speeches of Senator Harding 
were quoted to show that the Republi- 
can party favored a league and that the 
issue between the two parties was not 
whether there should be a league but 
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whether the league submitted by Presi- 
dent Wilson should be adopted. 

Senator Harding commenting on the 
stand taken by these leaders said: “This 
is not surprising. It develops no in- 
consistency. It only emphasizes the 
correctness of our platformr and the 
growing approval of the construction 
put upon it during the campaign.” He 
added that the Wilson league advocated 
by Cox was impossible, but “when the 
solemn referendum is completed we 
shall continue to harmonize American 
sentiment so that we may:all support a 
becoming program.” 

Gov. Cox expressed surprise that 
friends of the league could support the 
Republican candidate, who opposed the 
league in its entirety. Said he: “If 
they believe what Senator Harding has 
said respecting the league they simply 
cannot as friends of the league advocate 
his candidacy. If they do not accept 
what he said to the people as true, how 
can they as a matter of ethics support 
his candidacy?” 

Mr. Roosevelt, candidate for vice pres- 
ident, branded as “designedly false and 
misleading” that part of the statement 
which declared the issue between the 
two parties was on excepting the “exact 
provisions” of the Wilson league. He 
had stated in almost every speech he had 
made, he declared, that reservations and 
modifications would be welcome. 

George White, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic national committee, referring to 
the statement of the 31, quoted the words 
of Senator Johnson relative to the Re- 
publican candidate: “He has put the 
Jeague behind him. He wants neither 
interpretation nor reservation but re- 
jection.” This shows, Mr. White de- 
clared, that “someone is fooled” by 
Senator Harding’s saying something for 
poth sides. He claimed, further, that 
the Progressives in California and the 
West were flocking to Cox after Hard- 
ing’s Des Moines speech in which he 
declared for rejection of the league. 

An opposite course was taken by “over 
100 representative men and women who 
fiave usually supported the Republican 
or Progressive tickets.” This group, 
Jed by Hamilton Holt, magazine editor, 
announced their intention to vote for 
Cox and Roosevelt and for those sena- 


- torial candidates who stood for the rati- 


fication of the treaty. This number 
was said to contain among others 15 
officers of the League to Enforce Peace, 
and the presidents of Oberlin, Vassar, 
Smith, Bryn Mawr and Mount Holyoke 
colleges. 

They declared that it is now too late 
to talk of a new “associatio.. of nations” 
to be created under Republican aus- 
pices, and called Harding’s policy one 
of “America last.” The statement con- 
cluded thus: “We urge all Republicans 
and Progressives who put patriotism 
above party to join with us in working 
and voting for Cox and Roosevelt and 
for those senatorial candidates who 
stand honestly and frankly for ratifi- 
cation of the treaty and adherence to 
the league.” 

In his invasion of the “solid South” 
where he was received with great en- 
thusiasm and overflowing audiences, 
Senator Harding took occasion to criti- 
cize the president for the manner in 
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which the league was negotiated. At 
Chatanooga, Tenn., he told his audience 
that thoughtful men were surprised 
when the president “instead of selecting 
a non-partisan commission composed 
of the most capable men the country 
afforded, took upon himself the sole 
task of negotiating a treaty of peace.” 
Not content with settling the issues of 
the war, the senator charged, the presi- 
dent undertook to settle the affairs of 
the world for all time, and to bind up 
the treaty with the league so that the

two could not be separated without 
destroying the whole structure. The 
effect, he declared, was to deprive the 
senate of its power under the consti- 
tution. 

Senator Lodge, an active campaigner, 
continues to warn that the league cove- 
nant will breed war instead of secure 
peace, that “it is full of enforcement by 
armies and has very little about the na- 
tions as a world court of justice.” He 
asserted that as the league stands the 
president could send a representative 
to the league council whose credentials 
would not be questioned and who as 
a personal agent of the president could 
involve us in war under Article X, with- 
out the consent of congress. 

Senator Johnson of California points 
out that the members of the league are 
pledged to maintain every wrongful 
and wicked territorial disposition un- 
der the treaty of peace. “We,” he de- 
clared, “are the only non-profiting na- 
tion under a treaty which has given 
lands and peoples to Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan, and we are 
asked to bear the burden of maintaining 
the profit of others.”

Senator Harding in defending the 
feasibility of forming another associa- 
tion of nations was reported to have 
stated in a speech that he had already 
been approached informally by a repre- 
sentative of France who urged that the 
United States lead the way to a world 
fraternity. He also quoted a similar 
declaration from Stephen Lausanne, a 
French publicist, and said that Lloyd- 
George and Earl Grey had publicly 
spoken for American leadership in re- 
vising the league covenant. 

The reference to the “representative 
of France” brought a quick protest from 
the president, who asked Senator Hard- 
ing if he was correctly quoted, adding 
that “grave and extraordinary infer- 


b 


ences” were to be drawn from the 
statement that the government of 


France, a member of the league, had 
approached a “private citizen” of a na- 
tion not a member with such a request. 

The senator replied that the report 
was not exact, and that his words could 
not be construed to say that the French 
government had sent anybody to him. 
“Nothing,” he said, “could suggest the 
French government having violated the 
propriety of international relations.” 
He added that there could be no impro- 
priety in a private citizen of France ex- 
pressing to him what he considered to 
be the sentiment of the Frenck nation. 
He also politely protested that an in- 
formal expression to him was “rather 
more than to a private citizen” since he 
was a member of the foreign relations 
committee of the U. S. senate and a can- 
didate for the presidency. 

As a further complication to the league 
ight a report was made by Don H. Hunt, 
an attorney of the investigating com- 
mittee of the senate, on the activities 
f the League to Enforce Peace, of which 
ex-President Taft is the president. The 
report showed extensive expenditures 
and propaganda made by the league in 
order to secure the ratification of the 
treaty by the senate.

Catholic Shrine Begun at Washington. 


What is believed by many to have 
been the most notable religious event 
in the history of the national capital 
was witnessed recently by representa- 
tives of foreign countries, U. S. govern- 
ment officials, army and navy officers, 
and a large assemblage of people from 
near and far. The ceremony, in which 
prominent members of the Catholic 
church took part, involved the official 
commencement of work on the Shrine 
of the Immaculate Conception, a great 
cathedral to be ‘built on the high slopes 
of Brookland, on the outskirts of Wash- 
ington city- 

Cardinal Gibbons laid the corner- 
Stone amid great pomp—papal flags and 
floral decorations in the papal colors 
of white and gold lending a striking 
background to this memorable scene. 
Cablegrams were read from Pope Bene- 
dict XV and Cardinal Bourne, of Eng- 
land, blessing the ceremony. 

In a sermon Bishop MeNicholas, bish- 
op of Duluth scored the wave of mater- 
ialism over the world, the rise of revo- 
lutionary doctrines of government and 
the laxity of the marriage tie. He em- 
phasized the need of religion in uni- 
versity life of the country. 

“A curse of the century past,” he 
said “has been the so-called new free- 
dom, that has liberated men from the 
supernatural and extinguished the light 
of divine faith by perverting his nature 
through the indulgence of his worst 
passions. tevolutionary movements 
promise what is clearly impossible—ab- 
solute equality among men and the 
equal distribution of earthly possessions. 
They would abolish the distinction of 
nations, break asunder the bonds of 
family ties and set children free from 
the authority of the home. 

“Women are seeking a freedom that 
is excessive. Let women have all the 
freedom possible, provided it makes 
them more perfect and noble. Injus- 
tice and lack of charity have carried on 
a traffic in slavery throughout the cen- 
turies. The poor and laboring classes 
have been treated as if they were not 
possessed of human and immortal 
souls.”

Gleaned from the Foreign Field 
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RUSSIA. 

Troubles of Soviets Increase. Molo- 
dechno, 40 miles northwest of Minsk, 
has fallen into the hands of the Poles 
with 2,000 prisoners. It is reported 
that Poland and Finland have a secret 
agreement not to sign separate peace 
with the Bolsheviki until they have 
come to a perfect understanding for 
the foundation of a Baltic union. This 
outlook is regarded by the smaller na- 
tions of Letvia, Esthonia and Lithuania, 
with suspicion. The U. S. government 
has indicated that it will not recognize 
the soviet government as qualified to 
speak for Russia as to new boundary 
lines. ; 

Vilna, the capital of Lithuania, con- 
tinues to be occupied by the outlaw Pol- 
ish general, Zellgouski. While the Pol- 
ish government has disavowed this 
coup the Polish newspapers in general 
look with favor upon it. This may be 
a large factor in the proffered resigna- 
tion of the Polish president, Gen. Pil- 
sudski. Poland, it is said, is preparing 
for peace after nearly two years of war 
with the Russian soviet forces. 

Gen. Wrangel, the foe of the Bolshe- 
viki in the south, has crossed the Dnie- 
per and continues to gain. An even 
more serious blow to the soviet govern- 
ment is the desertion of Gen. Budenny, 
former cavalry leader, who is now re- 
ported fighting the “red” armies in the 
neighborhood of Kiev. 


AUSTRIA. 

Vote to Remain Austrian. The re- 
sult of the plebiscite taken in the Klag- 
enfurt zone in Carinthia showed that 
the inhabitants desired to remain in Aus- 
tria instead of being attached to Jugo- 
slavia. The Austrian party won by a 
vote of 59 per cent, which was very 
gratifying to the Austrian government 
at Vienna. The Jugoslav press charged 
oppression and unfairness in the. plebis- 
cite but the charges were not confirmed 
by the allied officers in the plebiscite 
area. The Vienna press united in prais- 
ing the conduct of the plebiscite and the 
fairness of the allied commission. The 
council of ambassadors at Paris de- 
manded of the Belgrade government 
the withdrawal of Jugoslav troops that 
had entered the plebiscite zone. 


SPAIN. 


Criticizes the United States. The 
newspaper, E] Pais, of Madrid, con- 
tained recently a very severe criticism 
of the course of the United States in 
Santo Domingo. “We protest against 
the conduct of the United States in San- 
to Domingo,” the paper said. The edi- 
torial closed with the assertion that a 
nation that had fought in Europe 
against kaiserism had no right to pro- 
ceed in Santo Domingo “as the kaiser 
proceeded in Europe.” 





Frown on French Gowns. At San 
Sebastian the priests have received or- 
ders from high authorities not to con- 
fess or admit to communion women who 
are not dressed with proper modesty. 
Low-neck gowns, short skirts and 
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transparent stockings are placed under 
the ban. In the official proclamation 
it was announced that these modes were 
brought from France, and the Spaniards 
were exhorted to abjure them as “lasciv- 
ious.” None would be shriven, it was 
announced, unless attired modestly. 


GERMANY. 


Russians Split German Socialists. Aft- 
er a five-day debate in convention at 
Halle, at which they were urged by 
Russian delegates to join the third in- 
ternationale, the German independent 
socialists were thoroughly divided. A 
majority of 237 delegates to 156 voted 
to submit to Moscow “as the best exist- 
ing organization to carry out the pro- 
letariat program of world revolution.” 
The minority faction led by Herr Cris- 
pien left the hall. Proposals were made 
to both factions by some German gen- 
erals, according to Herr Crispien, that 
resistance be made to the enforcement 
of the terms of the peace treaty, espe- 
cially to the delivery to France and 
other allied countries of nearly 1,000,- 
000 cattle demanded by the reparations 
committee. 

The faction led by Herr Crispien de- 
clared sympathy for bolshevist aims 
but opposed the policy of “destruction 
and terrorism” which forms a part of 
the soviet program. The Russian soviet 
delegates were expelled from the coun- 
try by the German government, 


HOLLAND. 

Former Kaiser Presents Hospital. 
When ex-Kaiser Wilhelm presented a 
hospital to the Dutch town of Ameron- 
gen he received the first enthusiastic 
public demonstration since he ceased 
to be the autocrat of Germany. Motor- 
ing over from Doorn, where he at pres- 
ent resides, to make the presentation, 
Wilhelm’s car was obliged to stop sev- 
eral times to receive presents of flowers 
and demonstrations of gratitude. His 
speech was received with enthusiasm, 
and the cordial reception given him 
left the former emperor’s bearded face 
wreathed with smiles. 

The hospital was bvilt anl completely 
furnished by the former kaiser, at a 
cost of 100,000 florins, aquivalent to 
about $40,000. In the reception room 
hang portraits of Wilhelm and his wife, 
Augusta Victoria, wearing their crowns. 
There is also an autographed portrait 
of Queen Wilhelmina of Holland. 


BRITISH ISLES. 

Chaotic Conditions in England. With 
the strike of about 1,000,000 coal miners 
unemployment in other branches be- 
came general and something approach- 
ing civil war between capital and labor 
was precipitated. The docks are stag- 
nant, the steel works are closing down, 
the cotton trade has gone on short time 
and everywhere are eveidences of dis- 
tress and apprehension. 

An immense mob, some carrying red 
flags, tried to storm the home of Premier 
Lloyd-George in Downing street and 50 
were hurt as the police charged them. 
Stones and other missles were thrown 
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through windows, and fences we: 
broken down. The mob of the une: 
ployed had gathered to await the r 
turn of a delegation that had been re- 
ceived by the premier, when some 
the impatient ones decided to storm th 
house. 

The coal miners were outmaneuver: 
in the preliminaries and went into t! 
strike at a disadvantage. They first d 
manded the nationalization of the min: 
and then the right to fix the selling 
price of coal. Forced to abandon boi 
these positions they finally demand 
an advance of two shillings a day 
wages. Where they claimed the own: 
were making immense profits the g: 
ernment showed by exact figures that 
there were heavy losses, and that the 
output of the mines was less than half 
of the miners’ estimate. The hardest 
blow of all was when the government 
showed that with more men employed 
at higher wages, production had falle: 
off. The miners refused to accept 
increase of two shillings a day depend- 
ent on the output. 

Labor as a whole, it is reported, re- 
sents the miners’ action, which is bring- 
ing unionism into public disfavor. Th: 
labor leaders are more concerned i 
having the government come to terms 
with soviet Russia than with the miner: 
for they think that only by opening up 
trade with central Europe can coming 
hard times be averted. Some of the 
mob sang the “Internationale” or “red” 
song and cheered for Lenine and 
Trotzky, heads of bolshevism. 


MacSwiney Develops Scurvy. After 
passing 69 days of the hunger strike 
Terrence MacSwiney, lord mayor of 
Cork, was reported in a weak and ema- 
ciated condition and suffering from 
scurvy. He was urged by his doctor to 
take a little lime juice but violently re- 
fused. It is announced that when he 
falls unconscious he will be forcibly 
fed. 

Michael Fitzgerald, another hunger 
striker of Cork, died at the end of 68 
days passed without food. A military 
court of inquiry pronounced his death 
deliberate and declared that he “did 
feloniously kill himself.” The church 
status of the hunger strikers of Ireland 
has been referred to the pope and by 
him to the congregation of the holy 
office. The pope is said to have found 
widely divergent opinions among the 
cardinals as to whether death as a re- 
sult of hunger strike is suicide. It is 
said that it usually takes several years 
to settle matters coming before the con- 
gregation of the holy office. 





Mayflower Guests Feted. A party of 
200 Amerian guests were entertained 
by the municipality of Torquay, which 
is called the lovliest of English coast 
towns. The occasion was the tercen- 
tenary celebration of the sailing of the 
Mayflower. The stars and stripes were 
displayed at every hand and all inter- 
est was centered in the fetes and func- 
tions in honor of the Americans who 
made a fine impression. They wer 
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escorted by Earl Reading and accom- 
panied by Lady Astor, the American 
peeress Who was the first woman to 
become a member of the British parlia- 


ment. 





Sylvia Pankhurst in Again. Sylvia 
Pankhurst, daughter of Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst, has been jailed on _ the 
of publishing seditious litera- 
ture. Before the war she was a mili- 
tant suffragette and was frequently ar- 
rested for annoying parliment, and for 
other acts. During the war 
she was arrested and fined for holding 
a peace meeting in London, and for the 
past year she has been reported inter- 
ested in boosting soviet Russia.

“Mayflower” Timbers in Barn? A lot of 
attention is being given to all subjects 
connected with the observance of the 300th 
anniversary of the sailing of the Pilgrims. 
\ series of meetings, pageants, etc., are be- 
ing held. At Plymouth special services were 
held Sunday in all the churches and there 
were ceremonies at the “Mayflower stone” 
which marks the place where the Pilgrims 
embarked. 

Dr. Rendel Harris, who has mage a life- 
long study of historical lore, believes that 
the timbers of the Mayflower were built 
into a barn at the Quaker settlement of 
Old Jordans, in Buckinghamshire. This 
barn is still in good preservation and some 





of the timbers were evidently taken out of 
a ship of about that date. It is known that 
the Mayflower was broken up and sold at 
auction in 1624. Old Jordans is already a 
shrine for American travelers, for William 
Penn is buried there. 

Schools Will Reform Cockney. The

JAPAN. 
Worild’s Sunday-School Convention. 
The Sunday-school convention at Tokyo 
was attended by 15,000 delegates from 
all over the world, representing 30 na- 
tions. They were not discouraged by 
the burning of the great hall in which 
their meetings were to be held, which 
was caused by defective wiring of the 
sign, “Jesus the Light of the World.” 
Greetings were received from Presi- 
dent Wilson and Premier Lloyd-George. 
The Buddhist association recently or- 
ganized by _ professional Buddhists 
called upon the Sunday-school conven- 
tion to exert its influence toward a 
peaceful solution of the problems grow- 
ing out of the anti-Japanese measures in 
California. 


Builds U. S. Ships for Steel. Tokyo 
reports that 374,000 tons of shipping in 
the form of cargo steamers have been 
completed for the United States in ex- 
change for 250,000 tons of steel. This 
was done in accordance with a contract 
between the U. S. shipping board and 
Japanese shipbuilders made during the 
war when there was a prohibition on 
the export of steel from the United 
States without a license.

On the other 
hand Mrs. Josephine Green, of New York, 
87 years old, says she will vote for Cox, 
as “he stands for all the things that are 
best in this country.” Her ancestors fought 
in the Revolution and the War of 1812, and 
her husband in the Civil war. There are 
many others near the 90-year mark who 
will vote on Nov. 2, and the younger voters 
now have no excuse to stay away from 
the polls. 








Nuns Should Vote, Says Cardinal. Now 
that woman suffrage is a fact, Cardinal 
Gibbons of Baltimore believes it is every 
woman’s duty to vote and he urges sisters 
of the various orders of the Catholic 
church to vote. They are in no sense 
forced to vote, however, but he thinks they 
should exercize their privilege’ in common 
with other women. Nearly 1200 nuns in 
Newark, N. J., have registered for the gen- 
eral election under their former names; 
this they did on their own initiative. 





Feminine “No” Powerful. According to 
Paul Olivier, a French psychologist, wom- 
an’s greatest asset is her ability to say 
“No.” Through it she can express infinite 
shades of meaning and feeling. But men, 
he says, do not know how to use the word; 


they are too blunt and matter-of-fact. Some 


psychologists have even gone so far as to 
say that when a woman says “No” she 
means “Yes”; also that “Possibly” means 
“Probably,” “Of course” means “Unlikely,” 
and “Yes” means “No.” 


Jury Service Not Objectionable. In New 
Jersey, it is stated by a court official, 
women do not object to serving on juries. 
In a recent case 12 women were subpoe- 
naed, none of whom tried to dodge their 
duty. It was a suit involving a dispute 
between a dressmaker and a pattern manu- 
facturer. There are times when women 
are far better qualified through personal 
knowledge and experience to sit on a jury 
than some of the men selected. 


Woman’s Duties Increase. Unless they 
put on the brakes and watch mighty care- 
fully in crossing the public thoroughfare 
of man-made laws women will find them- 
selves burdened with duties such as they 
never knew before the dawn of woman 
suifrage. Not long ago a prominent lawyer 
expressed the view that as women now had 
equal political rights with men they should 
no more be entitled to protection against 
desertion or cruelty than men and they 
should not be entitled to alimony in case 
of divorce. Now a Philadelphia judge ex- 
presses the opinion: “If I were making the 
laws of this country, I would make it a 
cause of divorce if the wife didn’t read the 
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newspapers. It’s such a wonderful thing,” 
says he, “to have the news served up to 
you every morning at the breakfast table, 
news gathered from all over the world, 
and it would seem to me criminal indif- 
ference to neglect knowing the serious 
things going on in the world.” Next thing 
we know women will be expected to get 
up in the street cars and give the men 
their seats! 





Wins Prize for Prettiest Foot. Miss Con- 
suelo Furman, of Schenectady, N. Y., has 
emerged from a rough and rocky path into 
the glorious distinction of “having the 
prettiest foot and ankle in the world.” Al- 
though raised in poverty Miss Furman ac- 
quired abroad a good education in ballet 
dancing, singing and literature. According 
to newspaper accounts she sings a beauti- 
ful soprano in four languages. She is to 
be commended for her views on health; 
she says: “I never wore shoes that cramp- 
ed me and I never wore high heels. I al- 
ways admired beauty in any form, but I 
demanded comfort first. I never wore a 
corset nor any other feminine device that 
retards health. For without health you 
can have neither beauty nor brains. 1 have 
always taken good care of my feet since I 
was a girl.” When Miss Furman heard of 
the “perfect foot and ankle contest” she 
decided to enter, but had to borrow the 
money to buy some stockings and shoes. 
Out of the 570 contestants who entered 
the contest, the judges picked her as the 
prize-winner and she was awarded the 
$500 offered. Comparatively few women 
and girls will go into any sort of “beauty 
contest,” so that when some girl is pro- 
claimed as a world-beating beauty we must 
take the claim with a large portion of salt.

Finger Prints for Identification. 


It is now generally recognized that 
prints of the lines on the hands or feet 
furnish the best and most certain means 
available for the identification of in- 
dividuals of the human family. While 
these lines in one person’s hands are 
more or less similar to those-in other’s 
hands, experts readily detect differences 
which enable them positively to identify 
any individual. 

In some of the maternity hospitals of 
cities the footprints of new-born babies 
are taken for purposes of identi- 
fication and to make sure that each 
mother will leave the hospital with her 
own child, not that of some other. 
Finger prints are almost universally 
depended on for the indentification of 
criminals. In the late war finger prints 
of fighting men were taken in order that 
all might be indentified beyond perad- 
venture, no matter what might befall 
them. 

Detective Sergeant Sandberg of the 
Washington police department, a rec- 
ognized finger-print authority, has 
brought many criminals to justice by 
means of telltale marks left by their 
hands. He has lately discuvered a new 
process for reproducing finger prints 
from glass and other transparent ob- 
jects without the use of camera or lens. 
His process, which consists simply of 
passing light rays through the trans- 
parent object to a light-sensitive film in 
contact with the surface bearing the 
impression of the fingers, is regarded 
by other finger-print experts as a val- 
uable aid to those engaged in hunting 
down evil-doers and at the same time 
as an important contribution to science. 
By the new process perfect reproduc- 
tions of prints may be obtained from a 
pane of glass, a glass bottle, a tumbler, 
an electric light bulb or anything of the 
kind. 

Several months ago a Washington 
policeman shot and killed a man who 
had gone to get a quantity of silver 
which he had evidently stolen and hid- 
den among some trees. No-one knew 
who the man was but Sandberg took 
prints of his fingers and within a short 
time he was identified through the Inter- 
national Association for Identification, 
as William Ellwood of Philadelphia, 
who had a prison record. 

A Philadelphia policeman was threat- 
ened with arraignment on a charge of 
manslaughter for having shot and killed 
while in the discharge of his duty a 
sailor who was described as a “fine 
young man.” By comparing prints of 
the dead man’s fingers with prints on 
file at the navy department Sandberg 
established the fact that the “fine young 
man’s” name was John Murtaugh, that 
he had been dishonorably discharged 
from the navy in 1915 and that he had 
served three terms in prison. 

Late in 1916 a burglar 
Washington business’ establishment 
through a window. The police who 
investigated found a full imprint of a 
man’s hand on the wall. Sandberg 
photographed this and by comparing 
the picture with prints on file at police 
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headquarters established the fact that 
the impression on the wall had been 
made by the hand of one Walter Smith, 
who had done time for burglary. Smith 
was arrested at once and convicted on 
Sandberg’s evidence. This is said to 
have been the first conviction solely on 
finger-print evidence. 

Sandberg believes that law-abiding 
citizens as well as criminals should 
have their finger prints taken; a basis 
for positive identification would then 
be provided and many embarrassments 
and many difficulties would be avoided. 
The day will come, he is convinced, 
when every state will have an identi- 
fication bureau and there will be a 
national bureau at Washington. There 
are now on file at police headquarters 
in the capital city finger prints of 30;- 
000 persons, all of whom have unenvi- 
able police records. 


How Snakes Crawl. 


Referring to a discussion in the Path- 
finder some time ago of the means by 
which snakes propel themselves along 
the ground or other surface, W. S. Smith 
of Dixie, Ga., declares that, contrary to 
what scientists and others believe, 
snakes can crawl on any surface, no 
matter how smooth. Mr. Smith tells 
us that though he lays no claim to being 
a professional naturalist, he has ob- 
served the habits of snakes at all times, 
in all places and under all circum- 
stances and has yet to see a snake on a 
surface so smooth that it could not make 
its way over it; génerally, the smoother 
and leveler the surface, he says, the 
faster they crawl. 

He has observed snakes crawling over 
the smooth trunks and branches of 
trees and even over smooth metal roofs. 
The long, slim varieties naturally are 
swifter than the -short, heavy-bodied 
ones. For instance the coach-whip 
snake, which is found in Georgia and 
which is a long, slender creature, can

Invents New Dish-Washer. A Cincinnati 
school teacher who, it seems, was drafted 
a few times for the job of washing the 
family dishes decided that there ought to 
be an easier way. He set to work and de- 
vised a mechanical washer that is said to 
do the work quite satisfactorily. He has 
just sold the patent rights for the snug 
sum of $12,000. The soiled dishes are 
placed in a rack having glass sides and hot 


_water is allowed to flow in through a hose 


from the hot-water spigot at the sink. The 
water whirls among the dishes in such a 
manner that they are quickly cleaned. The 
water finally drains into the sink leaving 
the dishes clean,. sterile and so hot that 
they soon dry perfectly. 


Micro-Organisms in Paper. Although in 
the process of manufacture paper is sub- 
jected to the action of heat and is treated 
with various chemicals, living micro-or- 
ganisms are invariably found in it, ac- 
cording to a French investigator. Not only 
do these infinitesimal forms exist in new 
paper, but old books and manuscripts, 
some of them 2000 years old, have been 
found teeming with them. 


New ef drogen-Liquefying Apparatus. 
The U. bureau of standards has worked 
a dice: process for liquefying hydro- 
gen. The gas is conducted into a tank 
under a pressure of about 2500 pounds. It 
is then liquefied by jhe use of liquid air 
and by its own expansion, which cools it. 
Some scientists suggest that liquid hydro- 
gen may in time serve as a substitute for 
gasoline as fuel for internal-combustion 
engines. Liquid hydrogen can be kept 
and transported only in what are known as 
Dewar bottles—from the name of the Eng-

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LOOKS LIKE HARDING—BUT. 


N the eve of every election the 
O campaign claimer is extensively 
and offensively in evidence. As 
a rule he claims the election will go the 
way he wants it to go. The fact that he 
has claimed former elections with equal 
cocksureness and that they have never- 
theless insisted on going against him 
makes no difference. 

He is one of those foolish ones on 
whom experience, history, facts and 
that sort of things make no more im- 
pression than rain-drops on a duck’s 
back. He is fact-proof. He can’t see 
through a millstone even when there is 
a hole through it, nor can he perceive 
a church by daylight. 

He sees merely what he wishes to 
see, and he has the happy faculty of 
ignoring everything else. He is a human 
ostrich who will gorge himself on ab- 
surdities and then bury his head in the 
sand and persuade himself that he is 
invisible to all the world. But in every 
campaign he comes forth and proclaims 
himself anew as a prognosticator of the 
future. And he speaks with such suavi- 
ty and plausibility that a large number 
of people are convinced and accept his 
claims as gospel. 

Politicians recognize that a good cam- 
paign claimer is a big asset to any 
party. There is a large “floating vote,” 
consisting of people who are not com- 
mitted to either party and who are 
borne to and fro by every passing wave. 
The slightest thing may change their 
vote. 

It is natural for human beings to want 
to be on the winning side, and hence 
the party that can claim the election in 
advance with the most convincing 
power has a decided advantage. That is, 
the party that is understood to have the 
best chances is likely to get the bulk 
of the floating vote, and in many cases 
this may be enough to decide the contest. 

It would be futile to say that Cox and 
Harding have an even chance this year. 
The conditions and the indications are 
almost all in favor of Harding. Cox 
has been handicapped in various ways 
which need not be gone into now. One 
newspaper writer says that Harding’s 
election is such an easy thing that “it 
seems like taking candy from a baby.” 

Of course in the South the sentiment 
is for Cox, but taking the country gen- 
erally the handwriting on the wall says 
“Harding.” The cheering at the movies 
and theaters, when the candidates’ pic- 
tures are shown, averages twice as 
much for Harding as for Cox. The jokes 
are mostly at Cox’s expense. The sympa- 
thies of the stage people are always for 
the upper dog in a dog fight, and they 
regard Cox as the under dog. 

Straw votes as a rule are not a re- 
liable index of public feeling. There 
are a large class of people who will not 
take part in any such faked-up test, 
and to a great extent it is these con- 
servative people who swing the election 
on election day. Even the shouting and 
cheering are no proof that the result 
is going that way.

Bryan could always get the applause, 
but he could never get the votes to win. 
His audiences, under the spell of his 
splendid oratory, would be carried 
away by him. But when they got back 
home and the influence of his spell had 
evaporated they would undergo a revul- 
sion. 

The popular emotions are a power- 
ful element in deciding an election but 
sober thinking is more decisive. Cox 
has appealed mainly to the emotions of 
the people, while Hardi g has appealed 
more to their reason. The people how- 
ever have had their emotions played on 
to such a great extent during the war 
period that they are not in a frame of 
mind at this time to be influenced very 
far by such methods, and they undoubt- 
edly welcome a return to cool and sober 
thinking as a relief. 

The Pathfinder believed that Cox was 
the strongest candidate the Democrats 
could put up, and it said so from the 
first. We believe however that he has 
made several bad errors in the campaign 
and has thrown away his best chances 
to win. Hence we say that if he wins it 
will have to be by something akin 
to a miracle. The gods are arrayed 
against him, and he can only win the 
uneven battle by some powerful and 
unexpected intervention. 

The straw votes all show a strong 
tendency for Harding. Even the Dem- 
ocratic papers have had to admit that 
such tests point to a G. O. P. victory. 
The New York Evening Post, which is 
working ardently for Cox, confesses, 
after a survey, that the country is show- 
ing “increased determination to get the 
Democrats out of power.” It says: “No 
Democrat who is willing to talk un- 
biased believes Cox will win over the 
nation.” And it quotes one politician 
who said: “It is just plain, raw anti- 
Wilsonism.” 

The non-partisan Literary Digest poll 
shows several times as many votes for 
Harding as for Cox. The nation-wide 
referendum taken by the United Drug 
Co. stores produces similar results. 
Votes taken in schools, colleges, movies 
etc., while not invariably for Harding, 
show a big leaning that way. 

The straw votes also indicate that 
the women, on the whole, will favor 
Harding even more strongly than the 
men. The Republican women seem more 
determined to vote than the Democratic 
women. It was the Republican party 
that was mainly instrumental in secur- 
ing the franchize for women, and it is 
natural to assume that the new army of 
voters will vote accordingly, just as the 
newly enfranchized slaves did after the 
Civil war. The registration of voters 
very generally shows a larger propor- 
tion of Republicans than of Democrats 
—and this is especially true of the 
women. 

However, an~election is never over 
till the returns are in and officially can- 
vassed. It would not take much to turn 
the tide in favor of Cox. In 1884 every- 
thing looked equally favorable for Re- 
publican success. Then, just a few hours 
before election, Rev. S. D. Burchard 
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“slopped over,” by saying in a speec! 
that the Democratic party mainly stood 
for “rum, Romanism and rebellion 
and therefore that people should vot: 
Republican. The Democrats spread th 
“three-R” statement by telegraph a!! 
over the country and it alienated enoug! 
Catholic votes to turn the election ani 
put Cleveland in the White House i: 
stead of Blaine. 

Everyone knows how, four years ag: 
the Republicans were very confident 
that Hughes would be elected.

Civil 
service commission says there are approx- 
imately 691,000 at present. 





Education Compulsory. 


Ques. Is education compulsory in every 
state?—Ans. Bureau of education says 
that all the states have compulsory at- 
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tendance laws requiring children to attend 
until they are at least 14 years of age. But 
in many states the laws are not strictly 
enforced, owing to lack of school facilities 
for all children. 





For Vocational Training. 

What per cent of disability must a 
soldier have suffered to be entitled to vo- 
cational training?—Ans. Vocational edu- 
cation for the purpose of fitting disabled 
soldiers to earn a living is granted to those 
who have sustained a disability of 10 per 
cent.

Ques. What is the origin of the expres- 
sion “blocks of five” in political parlance? 
~—Ans. In the campaign of 1880 a “prac- 
tical” politician in Indiana devised a plan 
or system of handling the purchasable 
vote in that state “in blocks of five.” 





Silos Increasing. 

Ques. Is the number of silos in use in 
this country increasing?—Ans. It is esti- 
mated that the number has nearly trebled 
in the last five years. In 1913 there was 
one silo to every 22 farms, while in 1918 
there was one for every nine farms. 





All Letters in One Verse. 

Ques. What verse in the Bible contains 
all the letters of the alphabet?—Ans. All 
the letters with the exception of “j” are 
contained in Ezra VIII, 21. 


The Kind of Forest. 

Ques. When a forest is referred to as a 
pine forest, is it understood that all the 
trees are pine?—Ans.

Minority Presidents. 

Ques. What is meant by a “minority” 
president? How many such presidents have 
we had? Could legislation be adopted 
which would forestall such a thing?—Ans. 
A minority president is one who is elected 
by a minority of the popular vote. Out of 
total of 33 presidential elections, there 
have been 12 minority presidents chosen— 
these being J. Q. Adams, Polk, Taylor, Bu- 
chanan, Lincoln (1860), Hayes, Garfield, 
Cleveland (twice), B. Harrison, and Wil- 
son (twice). Only way to provide against 
having minority president would be to 
change our electoral system to that effect. 
This idea has been agitated to some extent 
but has never aroused much support. Un- 
der present system the people of each 
state vote for electors of course, and a 
smal} majority in a state carries with it 
the state’s whole electoral vote. Thus the 
candidate who has majority in electoral 
college need not necessarily have majority 
of total popular vote of all states. The 
electoral system is to some extent a farce, 
but it has some advantages and it will not 
be changed unless public sentiment finds 
convincing reasons for changing it. 


No Provision Against Third Term. 
Ques. Is there anything in constitution 
or laws which forbids a man to serve as 
president for three consecutive terms? 
—No. It is only the “unwritten law” that 
forbids third terms. 


Excluding Socialist Members. 


Ques. When the New York legislature 
for instance expels members because they 
are Socialists, is this taking power away 
from the people, and is it a denial of pop- 
ular government? I am an ex-service 


man; fought for the rights of the people 


and for liberty, and I would like to know 
about this—Ans. Members are never ex- 
cluded because they are Socialists. There 
have been Socialists in congress and var- 
ious state legislatures. But every legis- 
lative body, under the constitution, is made 
the judge of the fitness of its members, 
and any member who shows himself to be 
unworthy may be excluded or expelled any 
time; it makes no difference whether he is 
a Socialist, a Republican, a Democrat or 
what. Wm. Lorimer of Ill. was expelled 
from the U. S. senate, and he was a Re- 
publican. The Socialists who have been 
been excluded have been excluded because 
they had gone on record as opposing the 
war policies of this nation, taking sides 
with its enemies and joining in the plans 
of the “reds” for destroying our govern- 
ment. It is no denial of popular rights to 
keep such men out of power, no matter 
what party banner they may stand under.

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The Magnetized Penny. 

For this trick you will need a penny 
with a hook set into it near one edge as 
shown in the illustration. Take an 
ordinary penny and a sharp steel needle 
to the tinner or the watch-repair man 
and have part of the pointed end of the 
needle soldered into the penny to form 
a hook that will project an eighth inch 
or so. This “doctored” coin can be used 
for a variety of tricks that will puzzle 
even the smartest and closest observers 
in your audience. 

With your stage all set for the per- 
formance and with the prepared penny 
palmed in your left hand borrow a 
penny from one of your spectators. In 
a brief speech you then explain that you 
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propose to try the experiment of “mag- 
netizing” the coin. Request everyone to 
watch closely in order to make sure that 
no tricks or fakery are being practiced. 

The borrowed penny is received in 
the right hand. You at once pretend to 
transfer it to your left but actually you 
allow the prepared coin to slip forward 
to the finger tips of your left hand while 
the borrowed one is concealed in the 
palm of your right. While talking to 
your spectators you rest the right hand 
naturally on a table and quietly de- 
posit the borrowed penny on the table 
behind a book or ‘other object. 

The prepared penny is next “magne- 
tized” by rubbing it with the tip of your 
finger. Grasping it betw-en the thumb 
and forefinger of your right hand you 
swing this hand back, ostensibly to toss 
it out from the stage. In bringing the 
hand forward you must contrive to 
brush the penny against your clothing 
so that the hook will catch and hold it 
there while your hand goes forward for 
the supposed toss. 

You now drop your right hand nat- 
urally to your side and contrive to de- 
tach the penny, which you conceal in 
your palm. You then walk back among 
the spectators and apparently pick the 
coin from someone’s *, from his hair 
or his pocket or from any nook or 
corner about the room. 

You now propose to make the penny 
“float’’in the air. After “remagnetizing” 
it by rubbing with the finger tip as 
before you hold it up and pretend to 
release it. After several pretended ef- 
forts to “suspend” it in the air you hook 
it over a fine black thread previously 
stretched across the stage. To show 
that it is “floating” you pass a hoop— 
which hangs over a chair with the 
thread running through it—back and 
forth over the coin (see illustration). 

Next you try the “experiment” of 
making the penny hang onto your finger 
and then onto your nosé. This is ac- 
complished by simply letting the hook 
catch lightly in the outer skin. If you 
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place it gently there is no danger at all 
of pricking or scratching yourself. 

Finally try making the “magnetized” 
penny cling to the face of a card. After 
hooking-it on so it will stick there for 
a few seconds contrive to make it fall 
off. Then with the remark that it has 
lost its magnetism you lay the card 
down on the borrowed penny concealed 
behind the book on the table. After 
rubbing the prepared coin with your 
finger tip you pick up the card and deft- 
ly bring the borrowed coin along under- 
neath it, your fingers holding it against 
the card while your thumb presses 
against the upper face of the latter. 
After a vain effort to make the prepared 
coin cling to the card you remark that 
the magnetic force seems to be ex- 
hausted. At the same time you turn the 
card to the horizontal position and 
place the prepared penny on top of it, 
holding it there with your thumb. 

Walking toward the owner of the 
borrowed penny you tip the card to- 
ward you and the coin on top of it 
apparently slips off into your other 
hand, with which you pass it over to 
him. Actually your thumb retains its 
grip on the prepared penny and conceals 
it from sight while the borrowed penny 
underneath is released by your fingers 
and drops into your other hand. 

This trick of course must be prac- 
ticed considerably in order that it may 
be performed smoothly. Practicing be- 
fore a mirror is an excellent plan, no 
matter what the trick, for it reveals 
awkward moves which might give you 
away before an audience. Particular 
care is necessary in substituting the bor- 
rowed penny for the prepared one on 
top of the card when you return the for- 
mer to its owner. If this is deftly done 
suspicions that a “doctored” coin has 
been used in the performance will be 
allayed. 


Dog Traveled Far to Old Home. 

When the Coe family left their old 
home near Ft. Scott, Tex., three years 
ago and went to live at Albuquerque, 
N. Mex., they took “Bud,” an intelligent 
collie dog, with them, providing a place 
for him in the baggage car with other 
belongings. A couple of years later 
two of the boys of the family started 
on horseback to go back to the Rio 
Grande for an outing. Bud _ started 
with them but they decided that it was 
too much of a trip for him and sent 
him back home. 

The dog found the lonesomeness of 
the place without the boys too much 
and within a short time slipped away. 
No-one knew what had become of him 
until some time afterward a telegram

There could be no faster way of 
building up a landed aristocracy than 
through a crazy era like the present, in 
which seller and buyer alike have lost 
all sense of values in land as others have 
in general commodities. Though we have 
seen the last of cheap food, there is no 
guaranty or_-even likelihood that extreme 
prices for farm products can be depended 
upon, and if a sudden drop should come or 
any kind of financial stringency arise, these 
values would collapse like a child’s balloon. 
This is no time for a poor man to run into 
debt for farm lands at large values. It is 
the time to pay debts rather than to make 
them, for money is likely to be worth more 
rather than less as matters readjust them- 
selves to a normal basis.—Country Gen- 
tleman.

Hen Hatches Alligators. While on a 
hunting expedition Dr. W. E. Willis of Cor- 
pus Christi, Tex., found a nest of alligator 
eggs. He brought six home with him and 
finding one of his hens in a setting mood 
he placed her on the eggs and awaited 
developments. The hen, however, did not 
tarry long; one alligator came forth into 
the world and the hen in a mad fright ran 
off. Dr. Willis reports his diagnosis of the 
hen’s condition to be something akin to 
nervous prostration. 


Army and Navy Cost Too Much. In his 
speech at the opening of the present ses- 
sion of the University of Virginia Frank A. 
Vanderlip declared that we are handling 
our foreign relations in such an archaic 
manner that a large army and navy must 
be maintained to back up our assertions. 
This system, he said, is not compatible 
with the progress of civilization. He add- 
ed: “The mind that will bring home to this 
country the economic significance of thrift 
will do a service of inestimable value to 
society.” 








Bismark, Pa. Now Quentin. Two years 
ago the town of Bismark, in Lebanon coun- 
ty, Pa., changed its name to Quentin, in 
honor of Lieut. Quentin Roosevelt, who was 
killed in France. A tablet has just been 
unveiled there which records this change; 
it was erected under the auspices of the 
Sons of America. Mrs. Roosevelt, the 
mother of Quentin, presented a silver lov- 
ing-cup to the town. The tablet bears this 
quotation from Theodore Roosevelt: “Only 
those are fit to live who do not fear 
to die and none are fit to die who have 
shrunk from the joy of life and the duty 
of life. Both life and death are parts of 
the same great adventure. Never yet was 
worthy adventure worthily carried through 
by the man who put his personal safety 
first.” 

Uncle Sam’s Best Nephew. Many of us 
have read about “Peck’s bad boy,” but now 
we hear of “Sheldon’s good boy.” Wesley 
Sheldon, who is 12 years old, is his 
“mother’s boy,” and is said by farm bureau 
officials to be the best boy in the United 
States. In three months he made 58 loaves 
of bread, did 76 hours of housework, ran 
48 hours on errands, delivered 124 papers 
every night, attended school and washed 
dishes. Besides this he found time to play 
ball and go swimming. Wesley is saving 
his money to go to college. 


New York-New Jersey Tunnel. After 200 
years of freight transportation by ferry 
between New York and New Jersey these 
‘two states have broken ground on the big- 
gest tunnel in the world, which will greatly 
facilitate the movement of the nation’s 
incoming and outgoing freight. The tunnel 
will cost $28,000,000 and will have all fa- 
cilities of a city thoroughfare. Some time 
ago congress refused aid for constructing 
the big tube and the people in these two 
states will bear the expense alone. Besides 
linking the greatest steamship terminals 
in America to the gigantic railroad concen- 
tration centers in Jersey City for freight 
and mail service, the tunnel is expected to 
be of great strategic value in war time, for 
troop movements etc. 


Pittsburgh to New Orleans via Water. 
After 30 years of inactivity, passenger and 
freight service is to be resumed on the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers between Pitts- 
burgh and New Orleans. 





Copper Production Increases. While the 
total production of copper during the en- 
tire 19th century amounted to about 10,- 
240,000 tons, improvements in mining 
methods and increase in demands brought 
on by the war so stimulated the industry 
that during the first decade of the 20th 
century over 7,300,000 tons were produced. 
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It is estimated that during the next 20 
years pi -duction will exceed 10,000,000 tons. 
Electric power generation and transmission 
are in large measure responsible for the 
increased yearly consumption of copper, 
which was only 15,000 tons at the begin- 
ning of the 19th century and in 1917 had 
grown to 1,500,000 tons. 


Liner Good Whale Back-Scratcher. It is 
hard to tell just what this title means until 
you read further along. Some may call it 
a whale of a joke, but it is reported to us 
as being true and we repeat it as follows: 
While the American liner Philadelphia was 
in English waters, according to Captain 
Herbert Candy, they heard a “knocking on 
the ship’s hull and found a huge whale 
using the steel plates of the bow to remove 
barnacles from its back.” 


Old Wooden Water Mains Dug Up. Our 
Pilgrim fathers did not have all of the 
many fine things we have today but they 
managed to get along somehow. In Boston 
recently pitch pine water mains were dug 
up which were laid in 1789 by a private 
enterprise. These mains were from two to 
four inches in diameter inside. They orig- 
inally were connected up to some 15,000 
houses by means of lead pipes inserted in 
small openings, for a distance of 15 miles. 
The wood had rotted only on the outside 
surface—and the pipes might well have 
continued their useful purpose but for 
improvements in water systems which are 
now available to even the smallest hamlet 
in the country. 


Weird Death of Capitalist. The myste- 
rious disappearance of J. C. Denton, Los 
Angeles capitalist, the latter part of Au- 
gust was brought vividly to view with the 
discovery of the body in the cellar of 
house which he owned. The unfortunate 
man, it appears, was shot and placed in a 
hermetically sealed box, covered with 
quicklime, and buried beneath tons of 
earth. The dead man’s attorney instituted 
the search, which proved successful, and 
the police are searching for three women 
mentioned in letters left by the slain 
man. 





Argue Farm Loan Law. A law was pass- 
ed with a great flourish several years ago.
